Scientists Believe Such an Age "Will Be 
Possible, and Uoint Out the 
■Way to It. 

(John B. Watkln9,.:Jr.,<In'St;I,onIs (Slobc- 
Demoerat.) • 

IDr. "W. ICinncar, n ]jondon scientist, 
claims to have discovered how old iige 
can be greatly prolonged by abstinoiice 
from certain foods. Old age, he says, 
is to a great extent duo to deposits iu 
our systems of .•«n.;^tlil\' iiialter, priiici- 
paily carlionato aiul "Toiosi)lial(> of lime, 
mixed wilh otiior salts. They pass 
from the stomach into the hlooil. In 
early life they are found to be thrown 
oiT lij- the system. In later years they 
arc not. 

'i'he anaUnnists all agree that man be- 
gins iu a gelatinona condition and ends 
in a bon3' one. An infant's skull is soft 
like rubber, while an aged jierson's bones 
are so brittle that they will not knit 
t.hon broken. This, ai'cording to Dr. 
Kitinour, is almost eiilircly tlie result 
of diet. Of course, we have hoard that 
water containing lime makes the bones 
ilevelop unusually. Not only the bones, 
but. according to this now theory, all 
of the organs of the body become hard- 
ened as old age creeps on. The heart 
becomes partially ossified and imperfect 
circulatio'h results. The arteries become 
clogged and the body ill-nourished. We 
liave seen ossilied men in side-shows 
and iniiseunis. .\re we now to believe 
that old age is a ciindliioii approaching 
tlds? 

And this is how old a;.'o can bo post- 
polled. 'J'lie foods wliieli particularly 
eoi.tuin tbo dangerous salts meiitioiied 
are found on analysis to be tlio cereals 
and those which contain nitrogen. If 
you wish to prolong your youlb, tliere- 
for(>, after middle life, according to this 
savant, ycni should abstain from liread, 
beef and old mulloii, among iiuiiu'rous 
oilier things. 'I'hese (liree, however, are 
selected by the doctor as the most dan- 
peions of ordinary items of diet. And 
hero is the diet for prolonged youth: 

Kat an abundance of fruit. It is de- 
ficient in nitrogen. Itaw. juicy ajiiiles 
are especially reconuiieudod. For oilier 
meats substitute lisli, poultry, young 
mutton and veal. They contain very 
little of the dangerous salts. Eat mod- 
erately of everything. Drink daily two 
of three glasses of distilled water, con- 
taining 10 or 15 drops of diluted phos- 
phoric acid in each. This ocid, says 
the doctor, is one of the most powerful 
ii-liuences known to science for shielding 
tlie system from old age. AU drinking 
water used after middle life should be 
distilled. Ordinary water contains de- 
posits which aid in the pnrtial ossilica- 
lion of the body. This recipe should be 
more strictlj' adhered to as age com- 
mcLcea to mar beauty. In youth it is 
not necessary to be bo strict as toward 
middle life. 

This may sound very visionary, yet it 
is not at variance with opinions of some 
of the wisest anatomists and chemists. 
I'r. .v. Dochambre, the noted French 
aiiiitomist, has shown that the vital 
processes which indicate the aging of an 
animal exhibit their intensities esiieei- 
ally in the heads of the bones. In in- 
fancy the latter are cartile^'O. -wliicli 
gradually and uniformly hardens into 
bono. According to his estimate, this 
hardening under natural conditions 
should not be so complete as to cause 
dentil until between the 00th and the 
100th year. In other words, he finds 
that death is a result of ossification. 

Dr. Kinnear is not the only one whose 
brain has been hatching put schemes 
by which the ambition'of Ponce de Leon 
may bo partially realized -.before the 
close of the dawning ceiitury. . 

Dr. Baradue. who. lately created a 
SCI satiou by his revelations before the 
Congress of Psycology at Munich, 
claims now to have devised a delicate 
instrument, known as the " bionieter," 
for measuring the intensity of the vital 
force in man. This intensity is claimed 
to have proportionate effects in attraet 
in:,' or repelling a delicately jioisod noeille 
t l so many degrees. Continued youth, 
of course, dopends upon the keeping of 
this forc<' at its niaximum after miildlo 
ago. ■\Vhon a man is in perfect liealtli, 
the vital current ]ilays throu^'h his sys- 
tem from ri^'ht to left, .according to the 
bionieter. Tlio right band then -will 
altiaet the needle 15 de.irrees. becausi^ 
the current is entering and the needle 
stri\cs to follow the force. The loft 
l.aml will repel it, because the force is 
leaving that extreiuily. Loss of vital- 
ity is supposed to bo shown by both 
Lands repelling the ne<>dle. During 
sleep, however, both hands attract it. 
A reversal of the current of its own 
accord is lo(d;ed upon as a sure harbin- 
ger of trouble. According to tlio doc- 
tor, an instrument which will then, re- 
leroo it again will grcatty prolong life. 
Ho has invented a device which he 
claims will do the work of rencwipg 
youth more effectively than any' 9tl»er 
instrument yet invented. As soon as 
the biometor registers a gro.'\t loss of 
vitality, the subject is shut in a cell in 
vhifh are arranged electric lights of 
great intensity and other electric fi.x- 
t tires. After remaining in Uiis mysteri- 
<ius luminous bath for five minutes he 
regains his maximum of vi^ror, and thus 
lias his youthful vitality restored ■svhile 
he waits. The bioiiieler afterwards iii- 
diiates that tlie vital current lias been 
reversed and is worldng uverliiiie. 

Till.' writer a day or tM-ii ago t.alkeil 
over these matters with Dr. liliner 
(lutes, the progressive inventor and ex- 
Iicriinenter. 

" It is my belief," said Dr. Gates, 
'■ tliat man siiould be able to do as well 
as many animals do — live eiglit or iiiui' 
times ns long as the period before nia- 
turily. Man maturc's at about 111 or 
Nine times this would be at least 
'JOO years. Hut I have other reasons 
than this analogy for believiuj; in the 
p'ol'iiigation of hniiiaii life. In the lirst 
Jilaco, ]iar(>iits of ideal health have kcI- 
doni taken special precautions to beget 
ehiliiren. Selective propagation, which 
has produced such wonderful results in 
the whole range ot animal and vogo- 
trble culture, could be applied to the 
human race. It Is very easy by select- 
ive propagation to lengthen the life 
period of lower forms of animals and 
vegetable creatures. In fact, I have 
succeeded in trcblhig the life of several 
lower forms of drganisraB, and the same 
principles will apply to higher fonus. 
When it is remombpred that the buiiiau 
ract Ii.is probably not yet produeeil a 
single child the result of fullest seientilie 
p.irentnl preimratioii, it -will not be 
wondered at that life is so short. If 
for live or six generations iiarental 
preparation were miule, the average 
period of life of the descendants would 
lu-obably be about double that of the 
[iresont average period. 

"-A;.'ain, Ihe early periods of life Iiave 
been loft almost entirely to chance. But 
little thought has ben given to proper 
dress, to jiroper exercise, l<i proper nu- 
trition along the superior lines o|ioned 
liy recent discnvprios. T"'urtliorniore, 
health is not possible in n iiersoii who 
has eilher under or over developed any 
part of his brain. The systems of educa- 
tion in vogue have most largely develop- 
ed one or two <ir three groups of brain 
structures, almost to the entire exclusion 
of other grou|is. The time will some day 
come when the child will be Privon an 
nll-round brain development. We may 
then expect much higher health ond long- 



er life.- 'The only one of the environ- 
mental conditions which we now regu- 
luto Is that of bent. For tliat purpose 
we have stoves in our houses and wear 
clothes upon our bodies. There are live 
or six other environinental conditions of 
equal hnportance which huma-nity 1ms 
not yet attempted to regulate. When 
this Is done, longer life will be the re- 
sult. 

"Kurthormore, wo arc entering upon 
an era of food-improvomeiit. I have 
found that by a process of selective 
propagation aiid by a method of training 
the psychologic funftions of the cells of 
plants that any ot the desirable chomi- 
call components of a cereal, fruit or 
vegetable can be regularly augmented 
from 1 to 2 per coat, in amount each 
plant goiieratiim and the undesirable 
chemical constituents eliminated nt about 
the sinne rate. The time, therefore, is 
not far distant when foods will; be ob- 
tainable capable of more completely 
nourishing the body and more fully sup 
plying' mental energy. This will pro 
long life. 

"I have still another reason. Medicine 
has not been scientific. The time is not 
far distant when a more scientific mode 
of cnriiiK disease will be in common use. 
I have lately donionstrated that by psy- 
chologic measuroments the ajiiiroacli of 
a chronic disease can be d(>tected a few 
years before the iiatieiit has the first con- 
scious Hymptonis. This inaugurated a 
scientific preventive medicuio and hy- 
giene. 

"Indeed, I see no reason why the 
health of man can not be prolonged oven 
lieyoiid the 20nth year, A few instances 
have been recorded where people liiivo at- 
tained an iif,'o beyond a century. If 
these had inter-married and bad applied 
the su^'■^'esl ions I have herein made, there 
is no dovilit liut thai their progeny wo.ild 
have liveil to a greater af;e, and so on, 
until a race woulil be ]>rodiiced callable 
of living iiorhaiis ,'iOI) years. It is all 
a matter of cell-functioning — that is, of 
mind functioning— as to whether -a man 
sliall live long or not." 

Now that we liiivo been to the wisi 
doctors, let us ask some centenarians 
what tlioy have to say as to the prob 
lem of prolonging linnian life. O. E. D 
Piamond. of San Francisco, 102 years 
old, attributes his great span of life to 
regularly annointing his body with olive 
oil for the last thir^ yeors; during -which 
time he has not eaten a particle of meat. 
The idea was suggested to him by the 
tleseription ini the Bible of the annoint- 
ing of the chosen king of Israel with 
olive oil for the puriiosp of increa.4iig 
his number of years. Betsy Saunders, 
of Norwalk, Conn., over 10,") years old, 
says she often feels wicked because she 
is such a glutton, and her case reminds 
us of that of Thomas Parr, servant to 
the Earl of Arundel, who died of over- 
glutting, in his 5-ltli year. During his 
last jenrs his diet was generally sub- 
rancid choose, wliey, milk and bread. 
,Tohn Bayk's iin Eaglishnian, who died 
at about 1.30. abstained from meat and 
dieted on small-boor, broad, butter and 
sugar. He liiid a trcniondous chest, ns 
liad also Ricliard Itoddick, a Pittsburi: 
nogro, wlio was reported two years ago 
as living at 313. The diet of H.uiry 
.Tonkins, said to have been the -Jldest 
Eiiglishiuan on record, and wlio is be- 
lieved to have attained Ihe ago of at least 
109, was described as "coarse and sour.'' 
St. :Mnngo, of Wales. 10,"), always .slept 
on the ground. Appollouiuss, a Pylhag- 
oran priest, 130, when young renounced 
'"wine, women and all sorts of llesli, " dis- 
carded shoes, stopped cutting his hair 
and clothed hiniself onl.v in linen, ila- 
tllda de Shields, who died in "Washing- 
ton a year ago^a tthe oge of„113, at- 
tributed her enormous years to her In- 
dian ancestry. She was the grand- 
daughter ot an Indian chief. 

The writer has for some years made it 
a fad to collect all avail.able literature 
relatimr to extreme longevity. He has 
perused records of several thousands of 
individuals reputed to have lived more 
iliiin 100 years. No general deductions 
ciin well bo made from all these cases, 
many of which are prolialdy tictitious, 
except that the great majority of cen- 
tenarians appear to have been poor peo- 
ple, who have oaten plain food and ])ct- 
formed manual labor in the fresh air. 
-Another deduction which miglit be men- 
tioned, were it not calculatoti to shock 
the anti-tobacco crusaders, is that .a re- 
niarkahlo piTcentago of the fomali.' cen- 
tpiiarlaiis and a still greater percentage 
ot the males have boon invcteratao slaves 
to the filthy weed.

The Montronl Ilerulci -siiy-^ tliMt .aily 
about one-lcnth of the tnuio oC rho Yu- 
kon eoincK to Canada. Tins tniiy .'lavo 
Ih'ou true tin Cur as the outQttiug wont, 
but it will hardly hoM Kood now that 
regular channels of eonuminiciitiou havo 
boon opened iip. Tlioro is no uion^ rea- 
•soii why a incrcliaiit should buy good.s 
in tUo Uaiti'd Slatos to sell ou the Yu- 
kon than to buy them there for sale 
at Edmouton. It is true there arc soino 
slight chnrgcs necessary, because Uk- 
way into the YuUon is aerjss United 
Stal.s territory, hut these wlU not 
Jinioiiut to sullicioiit to divert the whole- 
sale trade to the United States. 

The Herald apparently is uuiler the 
iiu[)ri'ssioii that hereafter, as in the past, 
every miner KoiiiK north v.-ill take an 
outlit with hini. Only a few of them 
A?iK do this. The majority will buy 
what they nee<l from merchants in the 
Yuko'.i, exiepl possibly clothes and a 
t('W of the llKliter articles. Tlie stiiple 
food supplies will be purchased at Daw- 
son or elsewhere in tlic North. There 
will be considerable outfitting trade in 
tiie early part of next year, but the in 
dividual purchases will not be larpe. 
After navigation opens ne.xt year there 
will be no reason for miners to Uiie in 
staples, because priees will fall to a i-i'a- 
s<iiiable figure at all Yuko" iM>iiitH. The 
;day of phenomenal prices for coiunuxlit- 
ies there is very nearly over. One ef- 
fect of this drop will be to drive trade 
into Canadian chaiiucls. When goods 
brought almost anything a person chose 
to as- for them the duty cut a small lig- 
ure; but when prices are down to a reu- 
aonablc commercial margin of profit, 
merchants wilt have to Musider all the 
factors which go to regulate the cost of 
articles, and the duty is one of them. 

We suggest to our Montreal conteni- 
iwrary Uiat it ought to use its inlluenee 
with its friends in omcc to promote in 
«very way possible the supplying of the 
Yukon from Canadian sources. One way 
in which this can be done is by the gov- 
ernment hereafter rofniiniag from jilac- 
ing any contracts, cither for supplies or 
transportation, with United States con- 
cerns. Another i.s to secure the carriag(. 
•of Canadian mails on Canadian vessels. 
Doubtless other w-ays will suggest th(;m- 
sc'xe.s to the department, whose spceial 
duty it is to look into such matters. The 
Yukon tjade is a valiiablo one, will grow 
und will be permanent. A special effort 
should be made to secure it. 



THE POLICE MACISTIJACY. 

Ai the City Council on Monday night 
1hc Mayor expressed his belief that tlii. 
I'olicc Magistrate of Victoria ought to 
be a good lawyer and should not be al- 
lowed to practice his profession. There 
is a goo<l deal in this. It would be bet- 
ter that the position "( I'oliee Magis- 
1ra1e .'ihoidd be permanent and the sal- 
ary and emoluments large enough to at- 
tract a good man, than that the contrary 
polie..- slioulii prevail. A poli<-e magis- 
trate o\ight not to be in such a p<isiti(iu 
that hui business interests might come in 
coiillict with his ollici.-il ilutics; and it is 
easy to see that if he is a practicing law- 
yer they might do so. He might any 
day be called upon to sit in judgment 
upon Olio of his best clients, which 
would not be a very desirable thing 
oilhcr from a public or private i>oint of 
Tiew. 

The office is one of very great import- 
nuce. The powers of the poli<'e magis- 
tralt, an! large, and the class of people 
witli whom he has for the most part to 
deal Is such that he must necessarily be 
the final judge in the mnjorily of casei 
It is, therefore, desirable that the plat 
shonhl be given to a man conversant not 
only with tin.- law, but with the ways of 
men. lie should bi? able to bring not 
only some degree of learning, but a rca 
aonnble share of experience to guiile him 
»n his labors. To secure sticli a man 
gOfld remuneration and pennancncy of 
tenure of oOlce are essential. 

PRANCE IN EGYPT. 

It is just a contuiT I'''''«nfc b( 

gan to dieani of an Kgyptian empire a 
nn ofTset ti> IJritish India. In .lul.\ 
1T1I'<. Napoleon lauded in Kgypt with 
hi i .ii iny to carry out a very compreheu 
sive plan. His object, as outlined it 
llis address to his tirmy befor(> starting, 
wns to relieve the people of Kgypt from 
the oppression of their rulers, ti> cut a 
canal across the Isthmus of Hncz, and 
to make the Ited Sen a basis of opera 
tiotw against. India. "Egypt will ofT 
set the possession of the Cape by lOng 
land," was one of his phrases. There 
•is re;ison to believe that he had a great 
ambition than this— nothing less than 
•the r oigtoblishracntjof :a great Moham 
imedau - empire. Ho was then onl.v 20 
ycnrs of ago, and ft position on the 
Directory of France was closed to him 
by reason of his youth for eleven years. 
Ho believed he saw an open door In the 
East. More tlum one declaration' of 
Ilia belief that in the East only could a 
great conqueror find 8C0i»e for his ambi- 
tion 1ms l)een presoncd. On his arrival 
in Kgypt he lost no time in nppealiuR to 
the fanalieisin of the people. AVhilc 
recognizing the supronmcy of the Sub 
ta'n'V^r Conslaiitlnople, b" issued a pro- 
clanrrioii dcclailug that he was El iluhdi 



foretold in the Koran, and his preten- 
sions were rccognizcil in influential 
^Ir.hammcdan quarters with at least the 
appearance of sincerity. It is not 
necessary to give a history of the Kgyp- 
tian campaign. The chief point of in- 
terest now is that the overthniw of 
.Napoleon's plans was due first to Nel- 
son, who at the battle of the Nile fought 
on August 1 and 2, 1708, destroyed all 
hope of succour . from Prance for the 
army, which rapidly became weakened 
through the effect of the climate and the 
excesses indulged in; and in the second 
place to Sir Sidney Smith, by destroying 
the French flotilla in the harbor of Acre, 
and afterwards compelling Napoleon to 
raise tlie sief,'e of that town, e.Tcctually 
prevented the consummation of the 
scheme for the conquest of Syria. 

The Egyptian expedition never was 
favored by the French Directory. Napo- 
leon was allowed to go in the hope that 
he would never return, Nevertheless 
the iMpulur mind in France was flred 
^^ ilh the idea of the control of both ends 
of the Mediterranean, and England was 
never forgiven her part in preventing its 
realisation. Frenchmen have since then 
looked upon Egypt as tlieir right by ^vay 
of sentiment. Hence when in 18.")() He 
I.esscps invited subscriptions from the 
people of France to pay for the c(insl ruc- 
tion of the Suez canal, money flowt'd in 
so rapidl.v that the greater part of the 
moiety of the stock oiTcreil to the public 
was at once subscribed in Oiat country. 
Frenchmen thought they saw at last t lu- 
ge nias of their nation asserting itself, 
and aliout to compIcti> what the great 
emperor bad attempted and failed in per- 
forming. J In 1800 the canal was opened 
tor tralHc. Ten years Ihter the fiuiinees 
of F^'ypt liccnnio so involved that 
France! and (Jreat Britain conjcjintly 
nnderlooU to supervise the goveriuuent 
of the country. The British interest, 
which warranted a demand for a joint 
ci ntrol with France, was based in part 
upon the claims of Egyptian l)ondhold- 
ers, but chiefly upon tlie acquirement of 
the Khedive's interest in the canal by 
pureha.'io in 1875. The joint control did 
not last very long. Arabi Pasha headed 
a rehellion against the Khedive in tSSl. 
Great Hrilain asked I'^ranee to join in 
suppressing it, lint -the request was re- 
fused, and thereupon Great Britain did 
the work alone. This was accomplished 
in and in the following year the 

dual control, alread.v practically at an 
end, was formally dissolved. It is an olil 
'saying that we cannot forgive other peo- 
ple for our own mistakes. The blunder of 
Fi^anco in refusing to participate in the 
suppression of Arabi's revolt lead to the 
ousting of that country fnan a position 
to which she claimed a historic right, 
and Great Britain has never been for- 
given for it. Since 1883 Prance has not 
attempted any ialerforcnce in the affairs 
of rigypt, except as far as could be done 
|;nder tin' terms of the treaty providing 
for a British Uesidcut at Cairo. The 
Marcliaiul exiiedition was not under- 
taken with any intention of acipiiring 
friiiu h;i;ypt, through the back door, 
\.hat had Ixmmi allowed to slii) out (jf 
the IliMit (Uie. Vet in the irony of fate 
it has happened that, just as for the 
third time there seemed to be a prospect 
of French dominion being extended over 
s(.in'j part of the Nile valley, Great Brit 
ain :i^-ain interposes with a command to 
tibamlou the field. 

It thus appears that France has really 
no claim either to the po.sspssion of 
lOgyptinn territory nor to a voice in the 
cfiiitrol of its government, sine.'c she re- 
fused to exercise the latter at the only 
time when active interference was called 
for. French policy in regard to Egypt 
has been a sui^eession of blunilers, but 
its failure does not chafe the iialieuial 
liriilc any the less on that account. This 
disappointment and jealousy of British 
success in the same field in which 
Fr( nch amis and diplomacy have been 
such conspicuous failures, arc what will 
lead to hostilities between the twp coun- 
tries, it over they come to pass. 



standing, it is always possible for those 
who want gold to get it out of tlie treas-. 
ury by presenting -them for payment, 
whieh leads to embarrassing conditions, 
but under ex.'sting currency laws the gov- 
eriunent can easily protect itself from a 
run by compelling the persons presenting 
greenbacks to take silver for them. No 
secretary of the treasury in a long time 
has had the courage to^apply ,.thls ^heroii; 
remedy, wliicfi' on ite pai:t is "open to seri- 
ous objections. 

How to get rid- of the greenbacks -(vith- 
out seriously contracting the currency 
of the country Is the difficult problem 
now confronting the financiers of the 
Unitetl States. Indeed it may be said 
without exaggeration that the currency 
problem surpasses in diiUculty any other 
witli which the republic has to deal. In- 
ternational bimetnilism would afford an 
instant and complete remedy, for the 
greenbacks could then be penuanently 
retired and silver be substituted; but 
the man who tritaka ho sees internatJonal 
bimetallism anywhere in sight must be 
looking backwards and not ahead.

THE CURKBNCY PROBLEM IX 
THE UNITED STATES. 

There is reason to suppose that one of 
the plans of the Uopubliean part.v in the 
United Slates is to retire the ijreM'nback 
by the issm- of lioiids bearing a low rat 
of interest. 'J'he grtH)nbacks are a sur- 
vival of the war of secession, which was 
fought on a paper currency. Many 
renders may recall the daily quotations 
of gold which were given out from New- 
York between ISOl and 187o. It was 
found out very soon after the beginning 
of the war that money could not bo bor- 
rowed abroad snfllciently to meet ex- 
penses, and government notes w'cre is- 
sued, which were not inajitly described 
as a fori-ed loan from the people. I{y a 
greenback the government of the United 
States jiromiHed to pay the bearer a cer- 
tain sum of money, and then by sus- 
pemling specie pa.vments did not re- 
deem the promise. Ilene-e grei.'iibacks In- 
came depreciated, or, as the saying then 
was, gold went up. In 1873 specie iMiy 
meats were resumed and Kroenbackt 
thenceforward were at par. fJreenback!^ 
ar now redeeinabli.- on prcsenation at tlu 
United Stiites Treasury, but the law re 
(piires that they . shall bo at once re- 
issued in payment of public liabilities. 
They therefore form a largo and very 
useful portion of the curronc.v of tin 
country. It is proposed now to n^tin 
them, and for that pnrjiose to issu. 
bonds .spee.-ifically payable in gold; that is 
the holder of ijll.OOO in greenbacks, •>vhich 
do not bear interest, will ho enabled to 
convert them into a .$1,000 bond bearing 
interest. By this arrangment the green 
backs will disappear from circulation, 
luit th'j liability of the treasury ■will not 
be lessoned. On the contrary, it will 
be increased by the conversion of a non- 
inteiest beariiif; debt into an interest 
bearing one. On the face of it such a 
jiroposition does not seem to bo gooil 
iinauciiig. The only excuse for It seems 
to ho that, while groonbacks ' tare out-.

This force will 
lie more than doubled when the new 
plant is in successful operation. Two 10- 
ton Skips will bo employed in the iie.v 
shaft and these skips will give the mine 
n hoisting capacity of 2,000 tons per day 
of 24 'hours. . . 

The management of the mine has open- 
ly stated that from known ore reserves, 
there is nt least three years' supply of 
ore in sight, •without taking into account 
any ore bodies that will be opened up in 
rhe regular development of the mine. 
It is also staled that the company will 
after the lirst of .Tanuary increase tlje 
monthly ilividen<l to .$50,000 — and may 
possibly make? it larger.

SUGAR BEETS. 
I'rof. G. W. Shaw of the Oregon agri- 
cultural college at Corvallia when in 
Walla W^lii;,;.the 

homii f rom' "I^, *trranae, wllero he has 
been attending the ceremonies of the 
formal opening of tlie I^a Grande beet, 
sugar plant gave some interesting facts 
regarding the .culture .of sugar beets in 
the northwest He said: "Some of the 
farmers around La Grande are disap 
pointed in the results from theu- lirst 
crops, but it is due to the fact tliat 
scieatific prlneipltJB '^(^reVnot followed in 
the growing of the bofitsr" Then the sea 
son was well advanced before the loca 
tion of the factory was assured and in 
stead of planting in April many did not 
])lant until .luue, which being followed 
by a period of hot weather resulted di 
advantageously to the crop. However, 
many have done well, the failures bidng 
attributed to imiiropcr culture." I'rof. 
Shaw said the nominal yield of sugar 
beets was 15 tons to the acre, realizing 
,'?Ui.). The cost of lu'odnetion is from .'i;2S 
to .'?30. Therefore, instead of a farmer 
allowing his wheat land to lie idle each 
alterna((> year, he could realize .a profit 
of .*;5fl per acre by growing sugar beets, 
and I'rof. Shaw says that instead of ini 
poverisliing the land f(jr the next year'i 
wheat crop, it will improve it. 

THE VALUE OF Q UIET. 

It has been lestablished beyond doubt 
that the cow that is allowed to dwell in 
peacfe and (juiot Is more in-ofitable than 
she WOOl^ he if She were disturbed by 
rude noises and cxeiteil by unkind treat- 
ment, says the Farmers' Voice. Early 
one morning last: we('k we noticed a lieril 
of cows being driven to the milking yard 
liy a noisy dog and a boy almost as noisy. 
'J'he man who owns those cows does not 
understand dairying, or lie would kill 
the dog and subline the boy or drive up 
the cows himself. It has been shown by 
actual test that the butter fat in the 
milk of a herd of cows can be reduced as 
inueb as ien per cent, by exeitinir them 
just before they are milked. Every man 
who keeps a dairy should make a ruh 
against noises, rough treatment or rude 
actions about the milking yard, and then 
rigidly enforce the rules. Unless this i.s 
('(iiie the value of the lierd will be de 
piecia ted. 

UE.MO\-AL OF LARGE TREES. 

Replying to a correspondent who want 
o;l to know if a pear tree 12 years old 
could be removed and repliinted, the 
Philadelphia Record says: "Any tree 
and of any size, can be removed, pni- 
vidcd the roots are not cut too severely. 
Removing large trees a labdrioiis pro- 
cess, and must be done with patience 
and care. A tree 12 years old may be re- 
inoM'il by cutting a circle around tbc 
tree about 10 or VI feet in diameter, -1 
feet deep, with as much of the tap mot 
as can be secured in addition. A low- 
dowii wagon is used, and some of tli 
branches of the tree may be tirst remov- 
ed, those remaining to be cut hack si 
verely. Place the tree in its selected p< 
siiioii, a few inches deeper than it was 
before removed, till in with rich top soil, 
pack the earth well and use plenty of 
water. It may he done in late fall or 
(•arlv spring. By .removing tlie tree with 
its i-oots undisturbed (taking the. dirt 
also) it i-eceives but little check.

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Egyptian Province Which 
Yet Involve Europe in War.

I'^iisboda is the place where the 
Fre'.ieb and tbe ISritisli have actually 
met, but it is not the only iilnee in Oen- 
trai .\frica which is in dispute between 
111' two powers. To tbe southwest of 
the trading town where JIajor Mar- 
cl'.aiiil is eiioiied up lies tile great and 
fertile provinct! known as the Hahr-el- 
(Jhaznl, over which the French expedi- 
tion trespassed e.xtensively and vigorous- 
ly in its jirogress Nile-wards. Fashoda 
is not in tliis province, but in that 
ki'^ow'ii as Southern Kordofan. From 
the Victoria Xvanza the Nile Hows fair- 
ly straight to the north till the Bahr-el- 
Cha/.al river is encountered. •' Bniir," it 
may be interjected, signilies " river." 
At tbe meeting phice this river Hows al- 
mo;d due east; it is made up of a multi- 
tiiile of streams, including the Hahr-el- 
-\rab, the Uaiir Jlpmbo, .Ilalir .Tur, llie 
Stieh, the 'IViiig, find niitnj' others whose 
general course i.i iiortueastward. The 
Nile, on being joined''' 'by tlie Bahr-el- 
Gha:',nl, turns east ar\d,^akes a wide 
swei]) of ino miles ttt*' "Fashoda, from 
wliii-b [loint it flows northwards again. 
The iirovince of the Bilhr-el-GhttZttl lies 
west of the Nile and sOAth jif the Hver 
of that, name; it occnpios a block of 
territory roughly about 300 milea atninre. 

This province "was . thoroughly the 
property of Egypt prior to the Mabdist 
rising. Until 187S spasmodic attempts 
only had been made by the Egyptian 
govoriinient to establish_ trading posts in 
this region, and the Arab slnvc-di^alcrs 
were prneticnlly masters of this part of 
Africa, In that year, however, Gessi 
Pasha, Gordon's distinguished Italian 
lieutenant, Riicceeded. witli very slender 
means, in defeating the force.s of Sulei- 
man',' the son of the celebrated Zpjjohr. 
Pasha, and proceeded to establish the 
rudiments of a settled government. On 



Gessi's death in 1881 ho was succeeded 
as governor of the Balir-el-Gliaziil prov- 
ince by Lupton Bay, who was making 
headAvay with the work Of admiiiistrii- 
tion when the Slnbdist invasion inter- 
riiiued him. Tjuptoii made a lieroic de- 
fence, but ultimately was compelled to 
stirrender. For some time the dervishes 
controlled it, but the waning of their 
Iiower caused the withdrawal of their 
forces. There can be no doubt, how 
ever,- of the reality of the Egyptian 
sovereignty. Lupton Bey established 
luinierous posts throughout the province, 
and as a matter of fact in 1883 \raa 
able to boast that he was " the only one 
of the Soudan governors who can give 
this year to the government a clear 
lindit of something like £110,000." 

As for the value of this derelict Egyp- 
tiiin province, the remarks of Lupton 
jur.t quoted give some hint. It wan re- 
garded as the richest and most fertile 
of nil the Soudan i>rovinces; and it 
must be remembered that the desert 
thr'iugh which the British and Egyp- 
tian'; bad to move to get to Khartoum 
to some extent may be said to stop nt 
that town, the country being decidedly 
fertilt! around and above it. Before 
Lupton Bey had to surrender he bad ac- 
cumuiate<l more than 2,ri00 cwt. of 
ivory and 300 cwt. of india-rubber, 
awaiting transport. Elephants were 
found in e.xtr.iordinnry numbers. As 
many ns r),000 or (!,000 were killed every 
year, and yet there were no signs of 
their extermination. Ivory wns in bis 
time the best paying commodity tbe 
country produced, but india-rubber, gum 
nnd tamarindti were plentifnl, tlmugh 
(hey scarcely paid the cost of transport 
in the then state of communications 
" Enough cotton," he reported, " could 
bo grown to supply the -whole world 
'The country is rich in good timber, 
which is sent to Khartoum for building 
purposes, more especially for tlie dahn- 
bealis of the Nile." Trading with the 
natives was, in the early days of settled 
government, very difUcult, owing to the 
suspicion engendered by long years of 
tyranny under the slave-traders, but 
Lupton Bey saw no reason why, after 
11 few years of good government, the 
whole province .should not be opened up 
to legitimate commerce. Although the 
country, owing to the vast number of 
slow-moving streams intersecting it, be 
cullies one vast swamp in the rainy sen 
son, Luiiton was of opinion tliat Euro- 
pc.ins e<ml(l live in it. 

Gessi Paslia, who preceded Lupton, 
and -who broke the power of the slave- 
traders who devastated the country, de- 
scribes the resources of the country ns 
follows: 

" The Soudan mi.ebt be (bo richest 
country in the world; its climate and 
soil are adapted for every kind of culti- 
vation. The jiroducts are very plenti- 
ful. Sesame, the india-rubber tree, nnd 
every kind of corn and vegetables grow 
there freely, often yielding two croiis a 
j'car. It the indigo plant were subject 
to the cultivation introduced by the 
English, it would compete with (lie In- 
dian plant. Ivory, ebony and ostrich 
feathers are abundant. -Vnd to think 
(Ii.'.t such a country suffers famine and 
misery, and yields the gnvernment only 
(he miserable sum of fCO,000 a year ! " " 
■i^et another authority, Siatin Pnshu, 
speaks of the province in vorv high 
terms, and in addition observea that it 
is of peculiar strategic value as regards 
(he rest ot the Soudan, He says: 
" It is tt most fertile district, cxteiul- 
g over an enormous area, watered bv 
11 labyrinth of streams, and covereil 
with mountains and forests in which 
elephants abound, while the low vallevs 
are subject to inundations. The soil 'i.s 
exceptionally good, producing quantities 
of cotton nnd india-ruliber. There are 
cattle in abundance; and I estimate the 
population at between five and six mil- 
lions. They are callable of making ex- 
cellent soldiers. Moreover, the continual 
feuds between (he various tribes jirevent 
any combination of tlie inhabitants as 
a whole; hence the ease with wliich 
foreignors can obtain an ascendancy in 
the province and create an etiicient 
loci ann.v. 

"The geographical and .strategical 
position of the province with reference 
to (he rest ot the Soudan renders its 
possession ot the greatest importance. 
The presence of foreigners, nncoiuMTiied 
in the preservation of Egyptian inter- 
ests, having at their (.'ominnnd the vast 
resources ot this great country, wliicb 
are estimated at a much higher' value in 
both men nnd mnterialH than tho.se of 
any portion of the Nile vtilloy, would 
pinco them in such a predominating posi- 
tion as t(j endanger ony occupation by 
Elgypt of her lost provinces." 

The French have been planting posts 
at various places over this province. It 
is evident thnt bchinil the Fashoda uffair 
lies the question of the ownership of the 
Bahr-ol-CJIiazal. There almost certjiinly 
will be a claim by Franco to absorb, if 
not the whole, at all events the western 
portion nf it; and whatever Bridsh 
diplomi^cy may be disiMsod to do, public

JERUSALEM AS IT IS. 

The Holy City as the Kniser Has Seen 
It— German Protestant Interests 
in Holy Land. •, ; 

London Times. 

Greater activity in pushing forward 
inuuncipnl iniprovcnieuts und other pub- 
lic works exists just now in anil about 
Jerusalem tlmu has boforc been witness- 
ed iu modern times. Ituiula througliout 
the country are being repaired nnd new 
ones constructed. The auciont mule 
tracks uj) .Scopus and over tho Mount of 
Olives, wliich served Titus and lii.s niei/ 
of war, aloiig whiieh David lied from 
Absalom as he wns stoned and cursed l)y 
Shemoi, and which have been climed by 
geiioratimis of Jcbiisites and Jews, Ko- 
nuiiis, .Miisleiiis aiiil Christian kniglits, 
pilgrims and tourists, are being replaeml 
by a modern carriage road, built at tlie 
wish of tlie German Empress that slie 
limy he able to reacli these saerod sites 
witliout fatigue. 'L'lu^ .TafCa gate of Jeru- 
salem, wliieli lias been used as a carriage 
roadway for entering the city, is to be 
njipropriateil to jiedeslrians, wlille a wide 
ciilraiice for carriages on the soalli of 
the iiiicient gate, niul between it and the 
tower of David, is being niaile by iilliug 
up the old moat of the citadel. 

All tliis preparation, and. much more, 
is inulertaken in view uf tJie ajiproacliing 
visit of tlie Uerman iCniperor, when he is 
t--) dedicate the imposing new (iermuii 
cliurch called the Cluirch of tlie De- 
deemer, which is just beijig completed. 
Tho other several German outerprisos 
here — the new Gorrann liospital, the lep- 
ers' hospital, tlie children's hospital, the 
deucoiiesses's school, Schncllcr's orphan- 
age aud the hospice of the Knights of St. 
John— are oa tip-toe of cspectation, es- 
pecially, those which are to be hoiiorod 
by a rolay visit. The ospenditure of ptilj- 
lie money and atteatiau in view of this 
event shows tlio popularity which tho 
German Jiwperor enjoys in tho Ottom.'ui 
doiniuions. Everything indicates u most 
enthusiastic reception from all classes of 
the Sultan's subjects. Even the falla- 
lu^en of the villages and tho boatmen ot 
.lall'a gladly pay, with many e.vprossioiis 
ul" devotion, tlie lax of about S sliilliiigs 
per head reipiired to pay for this road 
building. 

There is much in the history of tho site 
of the new Cieniian cluirch that is well 
worth noting. It occupies the eastern 
hall' of the large iiiclosiire to tlio south 
of tlie Cluirch of the Holy Sepidchro, 
Ivuown as the "Muristaii." This ]>\nt 
li.-is historic mention as early as tho 
reign ol' Cliarleiiiagne. wlio devoted nuieli 
attentioin to llie holy iilaces of Jorusa- 
leni. On this very ground ho erected a 
hospice for pilgrims. IJeniliard of Eieh- 
sladt, ll monk, acknowledged its liospi- 
tality in 870, and spolie of a eliiireh hero, 
with west orn rites, ealled Ht. Maria Ea- 
tina. in charge ot Benedictines. 

The peace lliat lasted during Charle- 
niugne's friendly intercourse .And ox- 
change of costly presents with KhalUn 
Haroun.Bl Rachid ceased .when, the 
Tloly Land come nndei; the power of the 
Egyptiau Klialifs, The - - hospice and 
cluirch, in common with all the churches 
of .Tcrusnlora, wore flostroyod. This was 
in 1010, nndor tho rule of nakcm. After 
liis death intercourse was renewed with 
the west througli Italian seaports, and 
ehurehes were? rebuilt. In 1003 morch- 
uits of A main purchasod the ground in 
inestion and built i\ hosplco. For its 
services there was founded a small bro- 
lliorhood oC bospitnllcrs, nnd this grow 
in a few yawn into the powerful and 
eeloh rated order of tho Knights of St. 
John, wliicli added warlike enterprises 
to its deeds of mercy in caring for pil- 
grims and the sick. 

Tills liuightly spirit was fostorod by 
the eireumstanoos of those times wiieii 
the crusades wore undertaken by which 
Jerusalem was wrested from tlie Turks 
of Asia Jliiior. This now order of 
knights filled tlieir area with great struo- 
lurcs— the Cliurcli of .St. .Tolin Baptist, 
a hospital supported by coluuuis, 
where 1,000 pilgrims could iind shelter; 
the |)iihiee of tlie master of the order, 
till' dwellings of the knights and an 
armory iiiiil mows. Upon tlie north."'ast 
corner of the inclosiire stood tho Ohureh 
ot .St. Mary Major, and adjoining it on 
the soutli tiie cloister of the alllliated or- 
der of niiiiH. This cluirch was built in 
lli(> old French style and resembled the 
Church of St. .\nne. now standing near 
the St. Stephen's gate. 

It is this cluirch of which the ruins 
were uncovered by the Gemian architects 
a few years ago. Its restoration was 
luidertii.keu and is now approaching cnm- 
pletic-ii under tho patronage and close 
personal interest of the German Emner- 
or. An ornamental arch bearing designs 
Bymbolic of the twelve months of tho 
year, which originally formed the north- 
ern entrance, was found still . standing 
and now occupies its andent place in th< 
new structure, and forms its most inter- 
esiing feature, Tho nloistor also wiii- 
found in good preservation, and may now 
be se(>u much as it was in the days when 
Baldwin was king in Jernsalem. 

('liristian rule termiiiiited within a oeii 
tiiry. Ill nS7 Snlailiii eoiuiuereil the 
eitv nnd look up his f|iiiirlei-s in the 
liropertv whieli had belonged to tin 
Knights of St. .Tolin. 'I'lie cloister, from 
which the nuns liad lied, he coiivert-.-d 
into a niiidliouse, eulled in Arabic :\r\ii-is- 
tan, which iianie the whole area has siiiec 
borne. 'I'he Knights of St. .lohn afler- 
wiirds eslMblished themselves in IUiod<"<. 
and biter in Malta, whence they were 
linally driven liy Xapoleon, But they 
liav(? never censed to exist, tliou,;h the 
reformation divided the order. Tlio siie- 
eessor," of those in Malta, who are ealled 
the Knights of Malta, are Koman Catlio- 
licH, are found to-day in tho house of the 
order and a hospital Bouth of .Torusalem, 
at Siintur, a little more , than half way 
to Bethlehem. . ' ' , 

'1 ho FrotoKtant representatives of tiio 
o-der nourished in Prussia and were 
rich in landed possessions iintiF during 
tlie Napoleonic .-wars these possessions 
were seized / by !tbe- PniRsinn govern- 
ment. Later the order was restored by 
Fredosick ■William of Prussia. In its 
mialoru form it iri dcvo:ted to deeds of 
merov, supporting many hospitals nnd 
Iiiimo.'^ for tho aged. It has a small but 
v i ll-eonductcd hn.spico in Jerusalem, and 
will probably build a snaoions oi.o on 
this very site, upon wliiclr tho order was 
founded. 'I'lie ineinborship of the Ger- 
man nrdei' is confined to princes nnd tlio 
nobility. Tho English order bearing tho 
SI me iinine includr-s nil ebiHses and iiiim- 
liers women as well ns nioij' in its ranks. 
An optbahnic hospital in .Ternsiali'm is 
nndor 'the banner of tho English order. 

After Siilndin's death the buildings of 
tho Muri«t(m jycre neglected and became 



moK*- ruins, and' part of tho land' was^ 
sown witli barley. Finally the westemt 
half came into the possession of iher 
Greek patriarch, by wlioiu the rnins of r 
the Church of St. John Baptist have-' 
been recently uncovered. 

As in recent years German Protestant' 
intf.rosta have increased in the Holy: 
Laud, tho Emporot- William turned his- 
eye upon this eastern hult of tlii; former 
site of tbe Kuiglita of St John. But it 
was inipossiblo to ucquire it by purchase, , 
for it was " wnki " — i. e., innlicualilo ec- 
<.'lesi:'..stical property, and only obtainable ■ 
by the will of the SulUn. All efforts 
to secure it failod until n favorable op- 
Iiortiiiiity to briug forward a rciiuoiit 
for it oeeurrod ou the occasion of the 
opening of the Suez canal, when - the 
then Crown Prince Frederick vidifed 
.lerusalcin. 

Tho request wna granted, and the 
Snltan presented the plot of ground to 
King William on November 7, ISdO, iu 
proof of his friendly feeling toward . thCt 
crown "of Prussia. Thus, after an in-r- 
terval of 700 years, this hirthpliace of ; 
tho order of St. .Tohu came again intoi} 
Christian possession, and wiII=.be£oi;?f 
long again bo . in part appropriated to 
its ancient nnd honorable use na a 
Christian hospice. Tho liosplcc is to be- 
erccted to the south of the cloister upon 
tlie arches that enclose to this day the 
vast Kublerrancan ehauihcrs. one bo- 
n(>alh another, that have existed from, 
the time of Constiintinc. The refectory 
of tho cloister was fitted up. as a place- 
of worship, nnd in July, 1871, wa* 
opened with 200 sittings. 

In digging down in order to lay tlie- 
walls of tho new church on the old 
fi'uiidations, it was found that only one 
pillar rested on tbe roek-boii, the rest 
being built on deliris. Ili^nco followed 
one year and a h.vlf of anxious und ex- 
pensive labor, wblcb Jidded 1500,000/ 
niark.s to the estimated cost rif the build- 
ing, sluifts having to ho sunk to a deptU- 
of JO to 1-i metres. 

It was a ehcrislied wish ot the Em- 
peror William I., while he was as yet 
oiUy King of Prussia, to l}riflg about au 
union of .me"cliief Uraiicbea of ttie-^ 
oliurches ■ of - the Hefonbntion. His.' 
brother nnd ro.val pntlccesHor on the- ' 
throne bad suce»'e(le(l in laiincbing a" 
plan for the Lntheraji Church and the-^ 
Clinreh of England to adminiHter jointly 
a bishopric of .Torasrdeiii. Tlii.s was ia 
1S41. The Lutborau pastors uominated 
wore to receive ordination at the hands, 
of tho Archbishop of Ciinterbury. 

Alexander, a .Tewisb proselyte, iiiiinod 
by England, was tile first bisbo;). Aflec 
tlirei; years ho was Huceeedeil, by the- 
Avell-known Bishop Gobat, who wan 
(Jerinun and who held the oflioe until 
1S81. Fierce contentions tlien nrose ho- 
twoen tho Gorman aud English sections, 
of the ■Teriisaletn Protestant community, 
and tho mnltiplicntion of vexed ques- 
tions made agreoiuent inipossiblo^ Not 
long after Bishop (Jobat's death the in- 
ternational agreomoiit for a joint bishop- 
ric was abrogated. The Germiui Iialf ol! 
the invested fund went to swell tlie snms 
guthereil from all tlie .ovniigelical 
ehurehes in Germ.aiiy for the building of 
tbe new cluirch. The Emperor Wil- 
liiun's dream ot united Protestiintisra. _ 
joining liaiids in cordial work In the- 
Holy Lund. was at an end. 

The .i»:fppriuient vvus followed by tlie .. 
attemijt to give tho world tin example of^ 
Christian,. union by joining in co-opera- . 
tioh the various German evangelical 
enterprises"' of' Palestine, and giving- 
thorn and the churches of Germany a. 
visible centre nnd rallying point in this 
noAV " Church of tho Redeemer." The 
dedication is fixed for October SI, the 
anniversnry ot the date on which Luther 
nailed his tlieses on the church door at 
■yVittenburg. On the same date, livi^ 
years ago, tho comor-stone was laid with 
much pomp and (M-reniony.

TIIEATItES CLOSED TO AMA- 
TEUJJS. 

Sir: An udvcrtisemcnt which I on- 
Clo&e, and -which I am publishing in the 
Victoria and ' Vancouver papers, will 
probably eiccLte considerable comment, 
as there are 'so many young peoiile in 
both cities 'cincemed in getting up tlio 
attractions referred to, but I feel sntis- 
fiod that most of them will nood only 
the explanation giyoii in tlie notice itself 
to cniiblo them lo recogiiizL» the justice 
of tlie stand wliicli I feel myself coui- 
pi.'ilcil to take in the matter. 

Jti Victoria one group of amateurs is 
getting up " lolantho," another " Tlio 
Pearl oC Peliin," another "llobin Hood," 
and others are spoken of. All of these 
al.so want time in tlie Vancouver Opera 
House. In Viuicouver one group wi.slies 
to iiresent " The Shop Girl," an-J the 
oi)era bouse is being spoken of for six 
I'liilhnrinonie coucortK, and there are 
other applications which I do not call 
t-) mind at thu momont. "The Sliop 
(iirl " also wishes time in Victoria. All 
of these wish to have the use of my 
houses during llio present regular tlieat- 
riciil season, the only time in which I 
liavo a chance of making aiiytliiii.g luit 
of llioiu. The fact is Hint from now 
until tlie end ot Keliriinry tliere is only 
one single woek in wliicli I have not got 
from one to three attractions bonked for 
both houses, and I am conduciing eor- 
rospondenc'O now which will most prob- 
ably resulting in my luiolciiig tliat week 
as well, and I am .also conducting cor- 
respondence which will undoubtedly fill 
up what little vacant timo I have left 
in the months of March, April and Muy. 
If I allow the use , of the houses in 
either dty to these entertainments, I do 
it with the Isnowledge ' that it is at tht; 
expense of the business of the regular 
ottractions immediately preceding or fol- 
lowing them. They have the greatest 
cause of complaint, and do eomplain 
most bitterly nt my inducing them to 
visit tliese towns by making ropresonta- 
ti(«iis of possible good business, and tlien 
ruining their business and causing them 
heav.v loss by allowing a heavy amateur 
I.roduction the use of the houses just 
before or just after their date, tlie result 
being the same in either case. 

All uttractions to whicli I do not guar- 
antee a certain amount are played upon 
a iHTcentage. I take an agreed ujion 
rcicentage on the gross rocoiiits, out of 
which 1 ])ay the entiro local expense, 
and we are tims partners in the iirodiic- 
tioiis in my towns. I am certainly not 
doing my duty by my partners in allow- 
ing their business to bo ruined in the 
niaiiner referred to, nor to myself, whose 
business naturally suffers in the same 
way, and if I gain the reputation of 
ecndticting my liousos in that way I 
shall very soon lind it hard to induce 
companies to visit a section in which no 
attempt it made to conserve their inter- 
ests. The suggestion has been made to 
nie that I could protect myself by mak- 
ing sucji terms with the different ama- 
taur uttrActiona as would compensate me 
for liny loss I mifeht suataia through in- 
jury to tlie business of ricar-by regular 
attrftctions. Quito so. I have not the 
sli.glitest doubt but that I could make 
such terms. All I would have to do 
would tie to insist ujwn them. But 
v.Muld I be acting honorably to my 
partners, the owners of the regular at- 
tractions, which I have induced to visit 
this territory? I know I would not be, 
and I feel satisfied that nil who have 
not an ulterior motive in getting up the 
iipjiUeiir eutertainments will agree with 
mo. 

Two cases In point — one in Victoria 
nnd one in \'iincouver — illustritte very 
clearly wliat seven years of experience 
lias shown mo Is always the result. 

In Victoria the Henderson coiiiiiany 
closed tlieir engagement on Wednesday 
night. 1 had rented the theatre for 
Thursday night for the Geisha concert, 
und the sale of seats was proceeding 
during the whole of Wednesday, at the 
same time as was that of the Henderson 
company, Tlioro was already a greater 
sale for the concert tlian there was for 
the Henderson company when that for 
the latter closed on Wednesday night, 
and both tlio company and myself lost 
hea\ ily on the porfonnance, and there is 
ni room for argument on the statement 
that said loss was largel.v, if not alto- 
gether, the result of tlie concert. 

In VaiK'ouver I rented the opera 
liouso for I«'riday and Saturday evenings 
for the production of the children's oper- 
etta, " The Triumpli of Love," and on 
Monday and Tuesday evenings I had 
Bciiiiett'H band and tlic Hcgeimanns, 
nuiubering 40 people in all, and one of 
the strongest attractions I have had the 
privilege of boolcing. " The Triumph of 
Lovp," it is stated, played to $800 on 
i''rlday night, rind had a large house on 
Snturdn.v night. On Monday and Tues- 
day evenings Benni^tt's band and the 
Hcgeimanns, a most ex|>onsivo attrac- 
tion, played to very light business, and 
we botli lost money. Here also there is 
no room for argument upon the state- 
iiieut tlint the fact that, instead of mak- 
ing a greater or less profit out of the 
venture, wi? both lost heavily, was duo 
entirely to tlie large Inisines:! done on 
Friday nnd Saturday evenings. 

[ would not have bonked u regular nt- 
tractinii on tlio.se evenings to coiillict 
Willi the band, nnd 1 am free to .•nnfess 
that I WHS clearly in the wrong in al- 
lowing the use of the house to the ania- 
ttntrs, and that I deserve to be mulcted 
in heavy damages by the band for so 
doing. 

This nxplaiiiition is not iiilemieil for 
the professionals and others who have, 
ill some cases, been using the iiiiiiiteiirs. 
as W(-ll as myself, in getting up enter- 
tainments, ostensibly for cliaritiible [nir- 
pnses, but in n-ality for their own pecu- 
niar.v beiietit. Tlieir o))inions as lo 
whether I should conduct my own busi- 
ness iu my own intorestH or in tlieirs 
will possibly be a trille prejudiced, aud 
will in any case be of no moment to me. 
It is intended for the amateurs them- 
selreh lind for the public generally, who 
will, I am sure, see tlie 'force of the argu- 
nicnts 'set forth herein,' and rcaiiisc the 
fact that I should no more be expected- 
to sacrifice my business and tliat of the 
owners of the attractions whose partner 
and agent I am, than that Ihey should 
be cxiiectcd to sacrifice tlieirs for n Iil;e 
reason.

Under the -circumstances, 
liowever, we have no other chance than 
trying to build a boat ourselves strong 
cnougb to carry uh safely over the slior 
distance between tlie l.eiin l)i-l(ii and th 
Olenek. We have brought ai» old " lodka," 
of which we shall niuke a new one, using 
(Uily the ohl frame. We have also been 
lucky enough lo obtain some Iron nulls, 
and with these we- -will Ktrcngtheii the 
wooden iialLs, which will nuiinlv be used. 
We shall do our best as lioiitbullders, but 
we cannot expect to build a craft which 
will exclude nil danger In case we slioulil 
be overtaken by u Htorm while traeerslug 
the open sea. 

" The place wlieri" we are now staving 
(liulkur) is Interesting In many res|)eel.i. 
Situated near the point where the I,ena. 
ufii-r having cut its wav thriiugli tlii 
\erkovansl;l mountain chain, empties Its 
gigantic masKi'S of water tlirongli a larg. 
miniber of canals into tbe Polar .Sen. thI 
liliice aflords a beiuitlful view In lis wild 
grandeur. To the iiortli-east nnd east 
beviind the river, wlileli Is here aliimt 'JO 
kilometers wide (Miclosliig tile large is- 
lands Tasarl (the stony Island) luid Tltarl 
(Ihe Island of h.rch trees) the biirreu and 
wlld-lookliig iiiountaius tower up to several 
hundred meters, wlill.. to the north fli 
waters of the river niid n few low Islands, 
belonging to tho delta, mingle theniselves 
with the horizon, and to the west the end- 
less '• fnndia,".^ now. clad with flowers, 
ispreads before the view. 




'• Tills place lias also a historical inter- 
est of a iiiouratul nature. It wins here 
tliat the Tuiiguse, AiidrassolT, whom I met 
the 01 her duv. found the two men of He 
l,oiig"s parlv" la the autuiim of Ihsl, who 
luul left tlieir uiifortmiate comrades In 
order lo try and lliul peo]ile who would 
render thimi help in their extr<-me distress. 
Aiulrassolt wore tbe golden medal which he 
recelveil from the govermuent of the Uiil- 
ted States for having saved tho lives of Uic 
two members of De Long's party.
